THE SERMON IN FULL. 



The text is takt n from the description 
of what John saw concerning the church.

The "woman" here represents the 
church, hut we do not so use the word 
on this occassion for we mean to speak 
of woman and her possibilities of to-dsy 
Woman has not in the past history of the 
world, occupied the high place for which 
she was intended, simply liecause she 
has been kept from doing so by the 
Lords of Creation. Her mind has not 
been allowed to develop, hence she has 
not been competent to perform the great 
duties devolving upon her, and she has 
been called 'inferior' and 'weak'— when 
it has been merely the lack of exercise 
Of her powers which has "atroplied" 
them. Some few women, here nml there 
by their inherent talent have overcome 
all obs acles thrown in their way by cir- 
cumstance anil environment and by 
what they have accomplished, we can 
see what may be done in the future, 
when woman no longer belongs to the 
class of the downtrodden. 

First— Knowledge is power A power 
by which we take a high place in society. 
We are no longer elevated by any other 
lever than that of wisdsm. The day of 
tbe aristocracy of wealth has gone by, 
and that of culture has taken its place. 
In the professions— the knowledge of 
sj>ccialties makes greatness. One mind 
may be as strong, as well fitted by nature 
to grapple with the problems that life 
brings to all, but if not as well equipped 
by training and study, it cannot accom- 
plish the same work, btcause it is not 
developed. The same may be said of 
trades, and, indeed, ol all vocations of 
life, for if we are able to do our work 
well, no matter what that work may be, 
we shall certainly rise, step by step, 'till 
> we occupy the high places which are 
waiting for ttnfce who are faithful over a 
few things, and the influence we may 
exert over others, ae well as ourselves is 
something that can never be known 'till 
the secrete of all hearts are revealed. 

Physical strength no longer count*, as 
against that power which comes from 
knowledge. 

Second— Physical strength is neccea- 
gary, however, even in woman. 

Wild flowers and lily white hands are 
spoken of and praised by poets, but God's 
sunshine and God's free air are for 

If these be neglected there is a lack of 
symmetrical development, and as the 
mental and the physical go hand in 
hand, we must cultivate and develop 
the physical in order that the mental 
may thrive. Kvery thought is the death 
of a certain number of molecules of tbe 
blood. These molecuh-s are produced 
by the power of circulation, and this 
circulating fluid is propelled by that 
great engine, the h- art. How necessary 
then that we breathe in pure oxygen to 
feep thiB engine supplied with fuel and 
motion. This pure oxygen must be pro- 
cured from God's great storehouse, the 
grand "outdoors." 
Third-Intellect ual strength. 
By this, woman may become great. It 
is not for her to lead armies to battle and 
to victory— not for her to gain fame by 
the shedding of the blood of her fellow- 
man. The victories of peace are hers, 
and it is her privilege to become great 
by using the powers that God has gi 
her. Her mind which is in no way 
ferior to the mind of man. The jewel is 
not leas pure because contained i 
smaller or weaker casket.

A tun of steel made up into hair- 
springs when in watches is worth 
than twelve and a half times the value of 
the same weight in pure gold. 

Hairspring wires weigh one-twentieth 
of a grain to an inch. One mile of wire 
weighs less than half a pound.

Detective J. H. Wills Catches a 
Horse Thief Who Is Wanted at 
Jefferson villo, Intl. 

ohn H. Dorsey Falls Into the 
Hands of the Law When He Is 
Least Expecting It. 

A WHOLE GANG OF THEM. 

An important arrest was made by De- 
ictive J. II. Wills in this city last Wed- 
nesday. 

On the day before a stranger riding a 
good, young horse arrived in the city 
ami instead of going to a livery-stable, 
he sought lodging for biuisell anil horse 
it a negro house in the suburbs of the 
own. Hewssa white man ami these 
[leculiar actions excited the suspicions of 
:he negro, who informed detective Wills 
A the stranger's presence. Wills saw 
Jie man and pretendingly tried to buy 
.is horse. The horse was for sale, and 
;he conllicting accounts the stranger gave 
il his identity and how he came by the 
inimal soon convinced the detective that 
the horse was stolen. 

He placed the man under arrest and 
then began to question him closely. 

stranger first said that his name was 
Jack Hendrick and that his home was a 
few miles above Brandenburg, where his 
father owned a large farm. The tele- 
phone soon proved this to be false. The 
horse had been recently shod, and the 
rider said that he had this done by a 
negro blacksmith iu Brandenburg, this 
soon disproved through the tele- 
e. He then said that his name was 
John Henry Dorsey and his home was at 
Jeflersonvitle, Ind. Jed'ersonville was 
then called, and the authorities there 
learned that this was the truth, 
and the description ol the horse exactly 
tallied with an animal that a man named 
Isaac Illythe, residing at Feru Grove.had 
ad stolen a lew night* before. 
Dorsey was then placed in the Clover- 
port jail, and when be saw that he was 
caged for good, lie made a confession. 
He said that on the Sunday night before 
two men named Vincent and Murray, 
respectively, came to him, in Jefferson- 
•ille, with two horses and wanted him 
o take one of them and run it away and 
ell it. This he agreed to do, and con- 
equently Murray gave him the horse he 
van riding. He was told to come to 
Cloverport with the horse, where he 
would rind ready sale for the animal, 
le Vincent would take the other one 
above Ixmisville into the Cedar Glade 
mntry and dispose of it. I Iu also says 
that Vincent and Murray belong to the 
old Ellard gang of horse thieves who 
have been operating in Kentucky aud 
Indiana of recent years. 

On Wednesday night Mr. Illythe and 
Chief of Police, Wm. F. Cisco, of Jeffer- 
souville, came to Cloverport, and they 
readily recognized both the horse and the 
man They took them back to Jeffer- 
sonville, where next day, Dorsey plead 
"not guilty" and was placed in jail in 
default of a $500 bond. 

Both Murray and Vincent, the other 
men implicated, are known to Blythe 
and Cisco, though it is not known here 
whether they have yet been arrested.

EUROPEAN SOVEREIGNS. 



The Almanach do Gotha for 1894 has 
buried in its numerous finely printed 
page* some interesting facts as to the 
ages of European sovereigns. The old- 
est of all is the pope, who is in his 
eighty-fourth year. Next comes the 
Grand Duke of little Luxemburg, who is 
76. The king of Denmark and tho 
Grand Duke of Saxe-Welmar are 75; 
Queen Victoria and the Grand Duke of 
Mecklenburg-Strelitx, 74. There ar 
other sovereigns who are older tha 
11 who are between 00 aud 70, and five 
who ar- between 50 and 60. Eleven are 
between 40 and 50, two between 80 and 
40, and two more between 30 and !<0. 
The youngest three sovereigns are King 
Alexander of Servia, 17; Queen Wilhel- 
minaof the Netherlands, 18, and Alfonso 
XIII of Spain, 71. 

Queen Victoria has had the longest 
reign — 56J years. Emperor Frani Josef 
has reigned 45 years; the Grand Duke of 
Baden, 41 years; theGrand Dukes of Old- 
enburg, of Saxe- Weimar- Eisenach and 
of Baxe-Altenburg, 40 years each. Four- 
teen of the sovereigns of Europe have 
reigned fewer than 10 years. During 
18»» three new sovereigns ascended the 
throne. They are Prince George of 
Schauinburg-Lippe, Prince Frederick of 
Waldeck and Duke Alfred of Coburg, 
better known as the Duke of Edinburgh.
